PRESIDENT GREEN’S POSITION 


In response to a communication to President 
Green concerning his position at the White House 
conference with President Hoover, Secretary John 
A. O’Connell of the Labor Council has received 
the following communications: 


Washington, D. C., December 26, 1929. 
Mr. John A. O’Connell, Secretary, 
San Francisco Labor Council, 
Room 205, Labor Temple, 
San Francisco, California. 

Dear Mr. O’Connell: President Green is absent 
from the city, hence this acknowledgment of the 
the receipt of your letter of December 21st. In re- 
sponse to your request for information concerning 
the recent conference President Green and a num- 
ber of other labor representatives had with Presi- 
dent Hoover, I enclose to you herein copy of the 
statement which President Green issued after the 
conference.

Washington, D. C., November 27, 1929. 
To Presidents and Secretaries of National 
and International Unions: 

I am communicating with you for the purpose of 
transmitting to you direct a report of the confer- 
ence held by the President of the United States 
with a small group of organized labor representa- 
tives. This conference was convened at the request 
of President Hoover. His wishes with reference to 
representation and the size of the conference were 
complied with. Those who participated in the con- 
ference, which was held at the White House on 
November 21st, 1929, were as follows: 

William Green, President, American Federation 
of Labor. 

Frank Morrison, Secretary, American Federation 
of Labor. 

T. A. Rickert, President, United Garment Work- 
ers of America. 

Matthew Woll, Vice-President, American Feder- 
ation of Labor. 

John L. Lewis, President, United Mine Workers 
of America. 

Wm. L. Hutcheson, President, United Broth- 
erhood of Carpenters and Joiners of America. 

Wm. J. McSorley, President, Building Trades 
Department, American Federation of Labor. 

John P. Frey, Secretary, Metal Trades Depart- 
ment, American Federation of Labor. 

B. M. Jewell, President, Railway Employees’ 
Department, American Federation of Labor. 

A. Johnston, President, Brotherhood of Loco- 
motive Engineers. 

Timothy Shea, Assistant President, Brotherhood 
of Locomotive Firemen and Enginemen. 

A. F. Whitney, President, Brotherhood of Rail- 
road Trainmen. 

E. P. Curtis, President, Order of Railway Con- 
ductors of America. 

This group was in a way representative of build- 
ing, mining, transportation, printing and some mis- 
ccllaneous industries. 

At this conference the President of the United 
States requested the representatives of Labor pre- 
Sent to concur in a statement he prepared which 
treads as follows: 

“The President was authorized by the employers 
who were present at this morning’s conference to 
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state on their individual behalf that they will not 
initiate any movement for wage reduction, and it 
was their strong recommendation that this atti- 
tude should be pursued by the country as a whole. 
They considered that aside from the human con- 
siderations involved, the consuming power of the 
country will thereby be maintained. 


“The President was also authorized by the 
representatives of labor to state that in their in- 
dividual views and that as their strong recom- 
mendation to the country as a whole that no move- 
ments beyond those already in negotiation should 
be initiated for increase of wages and that every 
co-operation should be given by labor to industry 
in the handling of its problems. The purpose of 
these declarations is to give assurance that con- 
flicts should not occur during the present situa- 
tion which will affect the continuity of work and 
thus to maintain stability of employment.” 

After a thorough consideration of all the eco- 
nomic facts involved in the acute situation which 
had developed the representatives of Labor re- 
sponded to the request of the President. All real- 
ized that they possessed no authority to bind na- 
tional or international unions to any definite pro- 
gram. They felt justified, however, in expressing 
their individual views and in making recommenda- 
tions in a purely individual capacty. 

The expression of the representatives of Labor 
regarding the maintenance of established wage 
standards cannot be construed as an interference 
in any way with negotiations for increases in wages 
which may have been initiated before the White 
House conference was held nor does the statement 
in any way mean that there will be any change in 
the Southern organizing campaign launched by di- 
rection of the Toronto convention of the American 
Federation of Labor. This campaign in the South 
will be carried forward in accordance with plans 
which have been considered and formulated. 


It might be well to observe in considering the 
existing industrial situation that Labor has learned 
from experience that movements for special in- 
creases in wages cannot be successfully launched 
at a time when the Nation has sustained a severe 
shock as a result of the destruction of billions of 
dollars in values resulting in the curtailment of the 
buying power of the millions of victims who may 
have lost all they possessed. I am of the opinion

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that all should be on guard against any attempt 
to reduce wages. Local unions should be requested 
to watch carefully any attempt which may be made 
to lower the wage standards. Such an attempt on 
the part of any employer would be regarded as an 
evidence of bad faith and as being in direct contra- 
diction to the statement made by the employers’ 
group which met with the President of the United 
States prior to the conference with the represen- 
tatives of Labor and pledged themselves individu- 
ally “that they will not initiate any movement for 
wage reduction and it was their strong recommen- 
dation that this attitude should be pursued by the 
country as a whole.” 

I feel sure that the conferences held by the 
President have been very helpful in stabilizing the 
economic and industrial situation. I entertain the 
hope that industry and business will very soon 
reach a normal point and that the unfavorable sit- 
uation growing out of the stock market crash will 
be overcome.

future. It was natural to conclude that it would be 
impossible for values amounting to more than 
thirty billions of dollars to be wiped out and de- 
stroyed without the Nation sustaining a very se- 
vere shock. The President of the United States 
Was quick to sense the danger and in order to ap- 
ply a remedy to both the psychological and ma- 
terial facts of the situation he convened a series 
of conferences of representatives of industry, 
finance, transportation and labor. Out of these 
conferences have come pronouncements and as- 


surances of expanding construction undertakings ; 
by the Government, industry and on the transpor- | 


tation lines which will serve as a guarantee against 
widespread unemployment. 

We find now that pessimism is giving way; that 
faith and confidence are being restored and we all 
can look forward with renewed hope to an early 
resumption of increasing industrial activity. 

The representatives of Labor who were invited 
to meet with the President of the United States 
on November 21st reiterated and emphasized the 
economic policy of the American Federation of 
Labor regarding the payment of high wages and 
the maintenance of a high purchasing power 
among the masses of the people. They were more 
firmly convinced than ever that the prosperity of 
the Nation depended upon the purchasing and con- 
suming power of the people. For this special 
reason they announced their uncompromising op- 
position to any reduction in wages or any lowering 
of the living standards of the masses of the people. 
At the same time these representatives expressed 
their individual and collective opinion that it would 
be unwise to aggravate the situation by demanding 
increases in wages for the immediate present. The 
basis of such opinion is clear and well understood. 

Labor has learned from experience that move- 
ments for special increases in wages cannot be suc- 
cessfully launched at a time when the Nation has 
sustained a severe shock as a result of the destruc- 
tion of billions of dollars in values resulting in the 
curtailment of the buying power of the millions of 
victims who lost all they possessed. 

All the factors which make for a quick and 
speedy industrial and economic recovery are pres- 
ent and evident. The Federal Reserve system is 
operating, serving as a barrier against financial 
demoralization. The productive power of industry 
and of those associated with it is maintained at its 
highest point and the desire of the masses of the 
people to buy and consume manufactured products 
is as great as ever. 

Within a few months industrial conditions will 
become normal, confidence and stability in indus- 
try and finance will be restored and Labor, strong 
and aggressive, will be prepared to demand and 
secure higher wages and a greater degree of leisure 
so that the use of the products of the mill, mine 
and factory will balance with the facilities of 
production.
